Fourth. That wo respactfaily arge CUongress Lo
aor bravely wod thoroughly in the adoption of
whilever meAsures they may determine 0 b e
quisite for the establishment of peace and pros.
peority throughout the whole laod, sand we ecxhort
them to repose foll foith in the courage, loyalty
and intelligence of the mnsees of the people, who
regard mo perils as more to be shunned than
tmidity and {ndifference In thelr Rapresentatives,
and who will al'ways sustain Copgress in thelr
etlorts to establien by law the most thorongh de-
velopment of trus republican Instiintions.

Fifb, That whille we aflirm the constitational
powers nnd daty of Congress, hy statute, to se.
cure to the States n republigan form of govern.
ment, yet we enrneatly arge upon Congress to pre-
sant to the States for their adoption an smendment
to the Constitution of the United Ststes providing
that no State shall disfranobise any oitizen heacsnse
of race or color, and thus put beyond the danger
of political ochanges ths {undamental rights of
Amarican oitizenship,

Other resolutions wers passed, approying the
acuon of Copgress in the reconstruoction of the
rebel Siates, acknowledging the patriotio services
of the Hon, E. M. Suunton, and onlliug on Uongress
to rejustate him; applauding the military sarvices,
prudence snd firmness of Geoneral Graat, nnd de-
clnring thiat the country looks to him to execule
the reconstraction nets of Uongress,

The teath resolution is as follows:

Tont it is tne doty of the House of Represenin.
tives, ns the paramount necessity of ita appronch-
Ing session, Lo present articles of impesacaiment to
the Sennte for the trial of Andrew Johuson for
high crimes and mindemennors agninst the Con-
pitntion, and the lnws passed in porsudncs there-
of; for the usurpstion of powers delegated to the
legislative department of the government; {for ob-
structing, hindering and delaying the reconstruc.
tion of the States iately in rebelllon; for the re.
moval of falthful officers in violation of Iaw; the
indecency and indecornm of his public adminis.
tration; the pervoerse obstinacy by which be luten-
sifies the Qleloyalty of the unrepentant reveis, nud
his persistent opposition to the will of the loyal
people of the nation.

RITUALISM IN E_NUL.-!;\'D.

Heport of the Church Commission.

The Commission upon the Ritual of the
Ohureh of England have agreed upon the fol-
lowing report:—

“To the Quecn’s Most Excellent Majesty:—
Your Mujesty having been graclously piensad
o Issue n commlssion reciting that ‘differences
of practice DAve arlsen from varying interpre-
tallons put upon tbe rubries, orders, nod direc-
tious for regulating the course and conduot of
publie worshlp, the administration of Lhe saoru-
ments, and olher services contalned In the
Book of Gommon Prayer sccording Lo the use
of the United Chureh of BEugland wod lreland,
and more especiially with referencs Lo the orns-
ments used in the churches and chapels of
the sald United Church and the veskments
worn by the ministers theroof at the Ume
of their ministration:’ and that ‘It 1s expe.
dient that & foll and impartial Inguiry
sbould be made into the matters aforesald,
with the view of explaining or amending
the said rubries, orders and ditectlons, so as to
secure general uniformity of practice in such
matiers ns may be deomud esssntinl’—and en-
ﬁlnlu; ruur commissloners ‘to malke Adillgent

guiry into all and every tue matiers alore-
pald, and to report thersupon from timo L tlme
as Lo’ them, ‘or Any ten or more of’ them, ‘may
Appear 1o Lo maonk expedient, naving regard nol
only 10 the sald rubries, orders, and directlons
eonisined in the suld Book of Common Prayaer,
bataleo Lo any olhoer laws or customs relating
to the muatiem aforesnid, with power Lo sugges!
